A farmer uo in Alberta a&ks me as 
to the law regarding fences: Assume 
that a man. puts up 2 fence On Iits 
homesteati and by and by another man 


comes ajongside and gets the bencfi' 
oF fescing.. The law 
is quite plain The second man is not 
bound to pay for his share of that 
fence till he undertakes to fence in the 
other sides of his farm. Phe fence he 
puts up may be only two wires, slung 
on posts twenty or thirty feet apert, 
but ai! the same he must pay his fair 
share of the value. of the older fence. 


If he cannot agree with the owner 
about its value the law provides for a 


valuation on sound business terms, and 
the new man must gay up. 
the law on the point » ‘When any land 
which has lain unenclosed and in com- 
mon. is #fferwards enclosed, the pro- 
prietor of the adiacespt land when im- 
proved, occupied or enciosed, ‘shall pay 
t the owuacr of the division or hme 
fence ttanding upon ‘the division line 
betweeo such Jand and the enclosure 
of any otber occupant or proprietor a 
yust portion of the value of the division 
line fence.’
